Tlie  $3.81  price  for  September  1958  is  20  cents  below  the  September 
price  of  a year  ago.  It  is  28  cents  above  the  August  1958  price. 


PRODUCTION  AI'ID  UTILIZATION 

Approved  pool  producers  shipped  8,[i.38,[i.03  pounds  of  milk  to  the  Fort 
Wayne  mrket  during  September  1958,  of  which  5,iji40,56l|.  pounds  or  6[t.,09/j  was 
utilized  in  Class  I.  Production  was  down  7.0%  from  August  1950  but  up  5.9$  from 
a year  ago  in  September.  Class  I utilization  of  producer  milk  was  up  11.3$  from 
last  month  and  up  2.3$  from  September  1957. 

There  were  867  pool  producers  on  the  market  for  September  1950  which 
is  5 less  than  August  1958  and  22  less  than  September  1957,  Average  production 
per  farm  per  day  was  326  pounds  for  September  1958.  Daily  farm  production  for 
August  1953  and  Septeiiiber  1957  were  338  pounds  and  300  pounds,  respectively.
